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To  the  Aldridge  Urban  District  Council 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for 
1965. 

In  the  Aldridge  Urban  District  in  1965  the  adjusted  Live 
Birth  Rate  was  16.64  per  1,000  population.  This  was  0.89  below 
that  for  1964.  It  compares  with  18.0  for  England  and  Wales. 
The  adjusted  Death  Rate  was  12.46  per  1,000  population  which 
was  1.64  above  that  for  1964.  This  compares  with  11.5  for  England 
and  Wales.  The  live  births  registered  exceeded  deaths  by  990. 
The  corresponding  increase  for  1964  was  1,091. 

The  fall  of  the  Birth  Rate  and  rise  of  the  Death  Rate  reveals  a 
tendency  shown  in  1965  in  the  national  rates.  This  is  the  first 
year  since  1955  that  births  have  fallen  compared  with  the  previous 
year.  The  death  rate  is  also  up  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  17.36  per  1,000  live  births  was 
2.02  higher  than  that  for  1964.  It  compares  with  19.0  for  England 
and  Wales  which  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  country.  The 
Aldridge  Urban  District  Infant  Mortality  Rate  compares  favourably 
with  this. 


The  estimated  total  population  as  at  30th  June  was  60,600 
which  was  1,710  greater  than  the  estimate  for  1964.  This  represents 
an  increase  of  18.7  per  cent  since  the  census  in  1961.  Assuming 
that  this  increase  is  equally  shared  by  all  wards  the  respective 
ward  populations  would  be  as  follows

These  estimated  ward  population  figures  have  been  used  in  an 
attempt  to  establish  Ward  Death  Rates  for  a number  of  diseases 
(cancer,  cerebro-vascular  diseases,  coronary  disease  and  chronic 
bronchitis).  The  following  statistics  are  only  tentative  because 
they  are  based  on  assumed  ward  populations  but  I consider  they 
are  reasonably  accurate.

It  follows  from  this  that  Pheasey  and  Streetly  generally  enjoy 
the  most  favourable  rates ; Aldridge  and  Pelsall  have  average 
rates,  and  Rushall  has  the  highest  (and  above  average)  rates  for 
the  Urban  District  for  cancer,  coronary  disease  and  chronic  bron- 
chitis. 

Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  increased  from  9 to  16  in  1965 
with  the  usual  male  preponderance.  However,  deaths  from  cancer 
in  general  were  slightly  down  (from  79  in  1964  to  73  in  1965). 
Deaths  from  coronary  disease  have  shown  a marked  increase 
(from  59  in  1964  to  79  in  1965).  Coronary  disease  is  now  the  most 
important  single  killing  disease,  not  excluding  cancer.  It  is  interes- 
ting to  see  that  the  female  coronary  disease  death  rate  is  gradually 
climbing  and  is  now  the  highest  for  the  past  ten  years.  However, 
the  average  age  for  female  coronary  deaths  was  72.8  years  in  1965, 
whilst  the  corresponding  male  average  age  was  60.7  years,  i.e. 
11.1  years  below  the  female  equivalent.  In  other  words  women  die 
of  coronary  disease  at  approximately  half  the  rate  and  11  years 
later  than  men.  Ages  for  male  coronary  deaths  ranged  from  39 
to  83  years  ; for  corresponding  female  deaths  from  48  to  90  years. 

21  men  died  in  the  range  of  39-60  years.  The  social  class 
distribution  was  as  follows  : —

It  is  clear  from  this  that  16  men  were  skilled  or  unskilled 
workers  (Class  III-IV).  It  is  usually  stated  that  lack  of  exercise 
has  some  important  correlation  with  the  incidence  of  coronary 
disease.  I could  not  find  this  borne  out  in  the  present  list  of  cases. 
Labourers,  scaffolders,  bricklayers,  plumbers,  fitters  etc.,  are  surely 
physically  very  active,  but  physical  activity  did  not  save  them. 
The  youngest  man  (39)  was  an  electrician. 
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With  regard  to  infectious  diseases  an  outbreak  of  sonne  dysen- 
tery of  unusual  pertinacity  kept  the  department  busy  for  a number 
of  months.  66  cases  occurred  in  two  waves,  the  second  originating 
in  a special  school  in  Brownhills  which  has  many  Aldridge  pupils. 
Stringent  checking  of  contacts  and  rigid  exclusion  of  affected 
pupils  had  a striking  effect  and  brought  the  outbreak  under  control. 
No  deaths  occurred. 

Generally  the  state  of  the  public  health  in  Aldridge  Urban 
District  is  very  encouraging  with  an  increasing  population  and  an 
infant  mortality  rate  comparing  favourably  with  that  for  England 
and  Wales.  It  is  a young  population  (only  5.3  per  cent  of  the  popula- 
tion is  aged  65  and  over,  compared  with  approximately  12  per  cent, 
the  national  average). 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  all  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  the  sympathetic  help  afforded  on  many  occasions. 
Similarly,  I wish  to  thank  the  Clerk  and  my  other  Chief  Officer 
colleagues  for  many  a kind  word  of  advice.  Last,  not  least,  I should 
like  to  state  how  fortunate  I am  to  have  the  advice  and  co-operation 
of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  all  the  other  staff  of  the 
Public  Heath  Department.

The  number  of  inhabited  houses,  according  to  rate  books  at 
1.4.65  was  18,820,  an  increase  of  1,000  from  the  previous  year. 

RATEABLE  VALUE 

The  Rateable  Value  was  £1,964,178  and  the  sum  represented 
by  a Id.  Rate  was  £8,142.  The  previous  year,  these  were  £1,890,646 
and  £7,716  respectively. 
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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  chief  occupations  of  the  population  are  : — Brickmaking, 
mining,  agricultural ; heavy  and  light  industries  are  now  well 
established.  The  district  is  also  largely  residential. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

Area  Comparability  Factors  (A.C.F.'s) — used  for  calculating  the 
corrected  birth  and  death  rates  are  as  follows  for  1965  (Births  0.73, 
Deaths  1.93).  This  means  a lowering  of  the  crude  birth  rate  and  an 
increase  of  the  crude  death  rate,  and  takes  into  account  the  fact 
that  as  the  district  rapidly  develops  the  number  of  residents  in 
the  younger  age  groups  annually  increases.  In  other  words  the 
A.C.F.’s  make  an  approximate  allowance  for  the  way  sex  and  age 
distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that  for  England 
and  Wales  as  a whole. 

When  so  corrected,  the  birth  and  death  rates  are  comparable 
with  the  crude  rates  for  England  and  Wales,  or  with  the  corres- 
ponding corrected  rates  for  any  other  area. 

In  addition,  the  death  rate  ACF  is  now  adjusted  specifically  to 
take  account  of  any  “residential  institutions’’  in  the  area. 

BIRTHS 

Births  in  the  district  have  fallen,  compared  with  the  previous 
year,  as  they  have  in  England  and  Wales.

The  crude  live  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  22.80 
and  the  corrected  live  birth  rate  was  16.64,  the  latter  can  be  com- 
pared with  the  birth  rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales 
which  was  18.0  for  1965. 

For  1964  the  crude  and  corrected  live  birth  rates  for  the  district 
were  24.35  and  17.53  respectively. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  live  births  was  1.9  per  cent  of  the 
total  live  births.

The  crude  death  rate  was  6.46  and  the  corrected  death  rate 
12.46  per  1,000  of  the  population — the  latter  can  be  compared  with 
the  crude  death  rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales,  which 
was  11.5  for  1965. 

Infant  Mortality  Rate 

24  infants  under  one  year  of  age  died,  giving  an  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  of  17.36  per  1,000  live  births.  14  infants  under  four  weeks  of 
age  died,  giving  a neo-natal  death  rate  of  10.13  per  1,000  live  births. 
12  infants  died  under  one  week  of  age,  all  legitimate. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  (all  causes)  for  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales  was  19.0  per  1,000  live  births,  the  lowest  ever  recorded 
in  this  country. 

The  early  neo-natal  mortality  rate  per  1,000  live  births  was 
8.7. 

The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  (still  births  and  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  week  of  age)  per  1,000  live  and  still  births  was  22.8. 

One  death  resulted  from  pregnancy,  childbirth  or  abortion. 

Cancer 

73  deaths  resulted  from  malignant  neoplasms  and  included  in 
these  were  16  deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  and/or  bronchus.

Arrangements  relating  to  the  domiciliary  nursing,  clinic, 
home  help,  immunisation  and  ambulance  services  remain  as  in 
previous  years.

MIDWIVES’  INCINERATOR 

A “Victor”  gas  fired  midwives’  incinerator  was  ordered  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  year,  to  be  installed  at  the  rear  of  the  Council 
House  early  in  the  new  year. 

Midwives  had  complained  that  they  had  difficulties  in  the  dis- 
posal of  placentae  in  smokeless  zone  areas. 
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Placentae  will  be  collected  by  the  Health  Department  from 
smoke  controlled  premises,  but  brought  to  the  Health  Department 
from  any  other  premises.  District  Nurses  will  also  make  use  of  the 
incinerator  for  the  disposal  of  dressings  etc. 


MEALS  ON  WHEELS 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  service  provided  a total  of  5,627  meals 
served  by  the  WVS  to  elderly  needy  people. 

A suitable  vehicle  was  purchased  in  1964  and  has  proved  most 
satisfactory.  A part-time  driver  has  been  engaged.

MORTUARY 

The  Mortuary,  at  Anchor  Road,  Aldridge,  continues  to  operate 
satisfactorily.  The  same  part-time  attendant  is  employed  and  the 
arrangements  appear  to  be  satisfactory.  There  has  been  full  co- 
operation with  the  Police. 

38  bodies  were  brought  into  the  Mortuary. 

A body  refrigerator  has  been  installed  and  is  working  satis- 
factorily. 


WATER 

The  Aldridge  Urban  District  is  within  the  statutory  area  of 
the  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company,  and  Mr.  R.  H. 
Taylor,  B.Sc.,  M.I.C.E.,  Engineer-in-Chief,  has  kindly  let  me  have 
the  following  information  for  the  year  1965  : — 

1.  The  water  supply  to  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Aldridge 
has  been  satisfactorily  in  quality  and  quantity. 

2.  The  supply  is  derived  mainly  from  one  pumping  station 
(Bourne  Vale)  within  and  six  outside  the  Authority's  boundaries. 
A proportion  of  water  of  surface  origin  is  also  supplied  to 
parts  of  the  district. 

Regular  and  frequent  samples,  both  bacteriological  and 
chemical,  are  examined  from  the  pumping  stations.  Bacteriolo- 
gical samples  of  the  raw  water  are  also  examined  where 
possible. 
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During  1965,  51  samples  from  Bourne  Vale  Pumping  Station 
were  all  free  from  coliform  bacteria. 

162  samples  were  examined  from  Barr  Beacon  Reservoirs, 
159  of  which  were  free  from  coliform  bacteria. 

12  samples  from  the  Waterman’s  house  in  Aldridge  were  all 
free  from  coliform  bacteria.  The  samples  were  also  examined 
chemically,  the  average  results  for  1965  being  : —

3.  The  waters  are  not  liable  to  plumbo-solvency,  all  12  samples 
from  the  waterman’s  house  being  free  from  any  measurable 
quantity  of  lead. 

4.  Chlorination  is  practised  as  a precautionary  measure  at  most 
of  the  pumping  stations.  In  cases  of  possible  contamination 
in  the  event  of  burst  or  damaged  mains,  emptying  reservoirs 
etc.,  emergency  chlorination  is  performed.  New  mains  etc., 
are  not  brought  into  use  until  the  water  has  been  examined 
and  proved  satisfactory. 

5.  The  number  of  houses  with  a piped  water  supply  in  the  Urban

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CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  ANNUAL  REPORT 

1965 


To  the  Chairman  and  members  of 
Aldridge  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  this  my  eighth  Annual  Report 
on  the  work  of  the  department  during  the  year 

(a)  Meat  Inspection 

During  the  year  100%  meat  inspection  was  carried  out 
at  the  two  privately  licensed  slaughterhouses. 

Again,  I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  condemnations 
were  minor  in  character.  There  were  however  three  cases 
of  localised  cysticercus  bovis  which  were  submitted  to 
deep  freeze  treatment.  This  incidence  was  negligible 
being  only  1.71%  of  the  cattle  slaughtered. 

(b)  Slum  Clearance 

The  number  of  unfit  dwelling  houses  on  the  scheduled  list 
has  been  reduced  to  a minimum.  However,  a slowing  up 
of  the  programme  was  inevitable  during  the  first  half  of 
the  year  due  in  the  main  to  the  lack  of  re-housing  accom- 
modation. Further  representation  of  unfit  properties 
would  therefore  have  overloaded  the  pipe  line. 

Two  individual  Demolition  Orders  were  made,  and  a 
decision  taken  to  purchase  a further  unfit  house  in  lieu  of 
making  a demolition  order. 

An  Undertaking  to  repair  and  render  fit  for  human  habit- 
ation was  received  in  respect  of  “Reginald  Bungalow”, 
Bourne  Vale,  Aldridge.  The  work  involved  became  the 
subject  of  a planning  inquiry  and  at  the  end  of  the  year 
had  not  been  resolved. 

A total  number  of  59  unfit  dwelling  houses  were  demol- 
ished during  the  year.  Four  Clearance  Orders  comprising 
28  houses  were  represented  to  the  Housing  Develop- 
ment Committee. 

The  department  was  instructed  to  carry  out  a percentage 
inspection  of  the  older  type  of  council  houses  in  Walsall 
Wood  Road,  Aldridge,  and  Wilderness  Lane,  Great  Barr. 
Some  eleven  addresses  were  taken  at  random  and  inspected. 
Whilst  there  was  a certain  amount  of  deterioration  present 
the  houses  were  not  considered  to  be  unfit. 
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(c)  Food  Hygiene  and  Food  Inspection 

Throughout  the  year  the  standard  of  hygiene  in  food  prem- 
ises in  the  district  has  been  carefully  observed,  with 
routine  inspections  to  maintain  a high  standard  of  handling, 
storage  and  preparation  of  food. 

On  ten  occasions  during  the  year  legal  proceedings  have 
been  instituted  against  both  retailers  and  manufacturers 
who  were  guilty  of  selling  food  to  the  public  which  was  not 
of  the  nature,  substance  or  quality  demanded. 

In  four  of  these  ten  cases  foreign  bodies  had  gained  access 
to  the  food  during  manufacture  and  in  three  instances  the 
complaints  concerned  dirty  milk  bottles.  In  all  of  these 
cases  the  manufacturer  was  at  fault  and  the  cases  empha- 
size the  need  for  tighter  control  of  handling  methods  in 
food  factories  and  detailed  bottle  inspection  in  dairies. 
These  points  were  stressed  with  the  representatives  of  the 
companies  involved,  pointing  out  that  constant  control  of 
hygienic  practices  was  necessary  throughout  the  whole  of 
the  manufacturing  processes. 

Again  this  year,  on  two  occasions,  mouldy  products  have 
been  the  cause  of  complaints.  In  both  cases  the  retailer 
showed  a lack  of  proper  stock  rotation,  which  is  essential 
if  perishable  goods  are  to  be  sold  to  the  public.  When 
visits  are  made  to  retailers  in  the  district  they  are  warned 
of  the  dangers  of  a complacent  attitude  towards  stock 
rotation,  and  that  the  manufacurers’  codes  of  practice 
should  be  strictly  adhered  to.

(d)  Caravan  Sites 

There  are  two  licensed  sites  within  the  Urban  District. 

One  site  is  licensed  for  three  caravans,  the  occupants  of 
which  are  all  members  of  the  same  family. 

I he  other  site,  which  is  licensed,  is  one  of  two  situated  on 
an  Beacon.  This  site  is  the  subject  of  a planning  appeal 
the  future  of  which  should  be  determined  next  year. 

The  othei  site  on  Barr  Beacon  is  not  licensed  but  is  being 
considered  for  a Discontinuance  Order. 

(e)  Noise  Abatement 

Few  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  regarding 
noise.  The  majority  of  the  complaints  related  to  noise 
from  wireless  and  television  sets  and  were  often  the  results 
of  neighbours  quarrelling.  I am  pleased  to  say  that  in  a 
gieat  number  of  instances  an  abatement  of  the  noise  has 
been  accomplished  by  tactful  approaches  rather  than  the 
“big  stick”  approach. 

As  I have  previously  reported  difficulty  is  found  in  the 
application  of  the  Noise  Abatement  Act  1960,  in  relation 
to  noise  or  vibration  nuisance  as  there  is  no  legal  standard 
or  case  law  to  act  as  a guide.

Domestic  Smoke  Control 


I am  happy  to  report  that  good  progress  was  made  during  the 
year  in  this  field.  You  may  remember  that  in  my  last  report  I 
referred  to  the  “national  indecision”  regarding  domestic  smoke 
control  which  was  so  characteristic  of  1964,  The  Council,  in  its 
progressive  attitude  towards  Clean  Air,  approved  a policy  of 
allowing  householders  a free  choice  of  fuels  at  the  end  of  1964,  and 
it  was  this  decision  which  established  the  foundations  of  the  present 
domestic  smoke  control  policy  and  enabled  excellent  progress  to  be 
made  with  the  formation  of  smoke  control  areas  during  1965. 

The  Council  made  a further  four  Smoke  Control  Orders  during 
1965,  and  these  Orders,  together  with  three  Orders  previously  made 
by  the  Council,  covering  an  area  of  235  acres  and  ultimately  affect- 
ing approximately  1150  dwellings,  were  confirmed  by  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  during  November,  1965. 

A start  was  made  at  this  time  on  the  first  phase  of  the  3 year 
programme  for  the  Streetly  area  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  appli- 
cations for  grants  were  already  beginning  to  flow  in  from  house- 
holders and  plans  were  in  an  advanced  stage  for  dealing  with  the 
second  phase  of  this  area.

Industrial  Smoke  Control 

Inspections  of  industrial  boiler  plant  and  observations  of 
smoke  emissions  from  the  chimneys  of  such  plants  have  been  made 
periodically  throughout  the  year,  as  and  when  time  permitted. 
Managements  are  generally  aware  of  their  responsibilities  under 
the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations  and  warnings  are 
seldom  necessary,  effective  co-operation  being  maintained  with 
local  industry  to  reduce  smoke  emissions  to  a minimum. 

Regular  observations  have  also  been  made  of  the  several  railway 
lines  in  the  district  particularly  where  such  lines  pass  through  smoke 
control  areas.  Although  the  co-operation  of  British  Railways  has 
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been  obtained  in  keeping  smoke  emissions  from  coal  fired  loco- 
motives to  a bare  minimum,  it  was  found  necessary  to  give  warnings 
on  two  occasions  during  the  year.  I understand  that  the  last  com- 
plaint resulted  in  disciplinary  action  being  taken  by  British  Railways 

against  the  men  concerned  and  very  little  trouble  has  been  experi- 
enced since. 

The  pollution  from  industrial  processes  registered  under  the 
Alkali  Act  (and  outside  the  jurisdiction  of  the  local  authority)  is 
still  with  us  however.  The  atmospheric  pollution  from  a large  firm 
of  brass  extruders  in  the  district  continued  throughout  the  greater 
part  of  the  year  until  a new  cyclone  and  bag  filtration  system  was 
installed.  The  success  of  this  plant  was  quite  exceptional  at  the  time 
of  installation  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  all  concerned  were  hoping 
that  the  plant  would  continue  to  operate  satisfactorily  without 
being  damaged  by  fire  as  has  often  happened  in  the  past. 

Atmospheric  pollution  from  the  four  brick  manufacturing 
companies  in  the  district  again  showed  little  signs  of  improvement 
during  the  ^cai,  and  this  most  severe  pollution  from  this  source 
appears  insoluble  at  the  present  time. 

When  I observe  the  skyline,  almost  obliterated  by  dense  black 
smoke  from  the  local  brickworks,  and  I think  of  the  enormous  range 
of  constructional  materials  and  methods  which  are  available  at  the 
present  time  I cannot  help  wondering  if  the  production  of  blue 
bricks  can  really  be  so  important  to  the  national  economy  so  as  to 
be  worth  the  pollution  which  they  cause. 

Continual  representations  are  being  made  to  the  Alkali  Inspec- 
torate in  order  to  exert  as  much  pressure  as  possible  on  the  firms 
involved,  and  while  the  department  has  received  co-operation  from 
this  body,  I see  no  hope,  as  yet,  of  any  significant  reduction  of  the 
pollution  from  this  source. 

THE  OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 
(a)  General  Inspections 

Good  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  implementing  this 
legislation  and  at  the  end  of  1964  (which  was  the  first  completed 
year  of  operating  the  Act)  most  of  the  premises  registered  with 
the  local  authority  had  received  a general  inspection  since  the 
Act  came  into  force.
